extended pestilence—a pestilence that is 
more to be dreaded than war, and for the 
abundant harvests. . There are EO labor 
complications to paralyze trade, the de- 
mand for labor is increasing, money is 
plenty, and the business outlook ia espe- 
cially encouraging. Religiously the con- 
dition of the country is improving, the 
membership of the Christian church in- 
creasing three times more rapidly than 
the population. 
After discussing the 


numberless blessings, Rev. Sorimger 
turned his attention to a few of the evils 
in the land, touching upon the effect of 
the unmoral influence of bad literature 
imi'g the young.
